he Romantic Career of Thomas F. 
Walsh : 


The death took place Jast week. of 
Thomas F. Walsh, a multimillionaire 
mine owner of Colorado. 


The story of Mr. Walsh’s life is like 
another “Arabian, Nights’ tale. “Like 
the late Mr. Mackay and the Duke of 
Wellington, he was of Irish ‘birth, 
was born in Tipperary, in 1851, reach- 
ed Worcester, Mass., as a wheelwright 
at the age of eighteen, tried his hand 
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American style, While Mr. Walsh did 
not go there himself -he entered into 


a business arrangement. with: the:king’ 


and sent trusted experts to “size up” 
the-mines and their value, So it was 
that’ /a European monarch become: a 
partner of the Colorado millionaire, 
While Mr, Walsh was a poor man, 
he fell in love with a pretty ‘Wiscon- 
sin’ girl, Miss. Carrie: Reed, and mac- 
ried: her. -It was a case of love at 
first. sight: and: love © all. the way 
through life; with a strong hold on the 
heart. As he grew wealthy and-her 
social life widened, she was equal to 
every emergency; in fact, she became 
a society leader, and when those $40,- 
000 dinners were given in Europe, she 
was tthe queen of the hour, fascinating, 
brilliant, and overflowing with kind- 
ness and hospitality. 

Before he. began entertaining roy- 
alty; Mr. Walsh was-an appreciative 
and gencrous employer. He built a 
big, hotel for his miners and superin- 
tendents, gave them-luxury, with, first- 
class meals, good sleeping rooms, with 
porcelainslined ,baths, and everything 
up to date as you would find it in a 
hotel and not a mining camp. It avas 
alla gift, so to speak, to the miners, 
costing them no more than at a min- 
ing camp boarding house. 

An event in Mr, Walsh’s tife was his 
family’s sucial success in Washington, 
The high altitude of Leadville, mnvore 
than two miles above the sea, being 


at sewer contracts and made money, |too much for Mrs. Walsh, 'they decided 


went to Black Hills after Custer’s gold 
report in 1873,, made $100,000 there, 
and hastened to Leadville when the 
discovery of carbonate silver ores cre- 
ated a panic of joy through the west. 


While at Deadwood and other places 
in the Black Hills Mr. Walsh began 
the practice of “grub staking” miners, 
which led to his fortune. When-a 
prospector ran out of ‘provisions he 
gave him the necessary supplies, tak- 
ing a share of the mines for his pay. 
In this way he was almost sure to find 
himself. part owner of now and then 
a‘valuable property at the end of the 
season, 


Then came his master stroke in 
mining ventures. Going outside the 
Leadville district to the lofty moun- 
tain region in San Juan, where the 
canyons .are stupendous, the peaks 
of Alpine proportions, and avalanches 
working havoc with mines every year, 
he made the town of Ouray, nestling 
in the heart of the Rockies, his head- 
quarters for the San Juan district. 


Seeing some ore from mines at ‘an 


altitude of 12,000 feet, he was greatly 
impressed with their richness. | Ex- 
perts warned him that practical min- 
ing could not be done on the mountain 
top. 


Selecting samples, Walsh had them 
assayed, and found a bonanza in pros- 
pect. He bought adjoining properties 
and kept his men busy prospecting and 
buying until he had a large mining 
territory absolutely ‘his own. 


For years it had been his ambition 
to be the only owner of a group of 
mines. Now he was master of the 
situation. He ordered expensive ma- 
chinery on a large scale, erected smelt- 
ets for reducing. ores, and proceeded 
systematically to develop his mine. 
Such was the beginning of Camp Bird 
and its millions. 


Mr. Walsh was appointed comntiis- 
sioner from Colorado to the Paris ex- 
position in 1899. There, he began a 
series of entertainments that were the 
talk of Europe. He chartered a steam- 
boat on the River Seine, turned it into 
a floating palace, and gave a $40,000 
dinner, with distinguished men as his 
guests. His wines could not be sur- 
passed. The music was furnished by 
artists from the grand opera. After 
this extraordinary feast at which Am- 
ericans were entertained in a matiner 
tnheard of, Mr. Walsh, with his family 
and friends, ‘chartered a train of five 
palace cars, luxuriously fitted up with 
the-silks and decorations used ‘on the 
steamer and began a tour of Fratrce 
and Belgium.

_ DEATH OF MYRA KELLY

~ Myra Kelly (Mrs. Allan MacNangh- 


q fen); ‘affectionately known. to. many 


thousands of readers as the writer of 
short stories of ‘ghetto children, died 
Jast week i in Torquay, England. 

“Ten years or so ago.a newspaper 
man was dining one evening with Dr. 
P| James T:. Kelly, who asked for advice 
concerning his daughter’s ‘troubles 
with magazine editors. This seemed 
like the preface toa familiar story— 
the young woman had. literary ability 
which. the editors persistently refused 
What was to be done? 


“My daughter. Myra,” said ‘Dr. ‘Kelly 
when<his companion. asked how he 
could help, “‘is teaching in a downtown: 
east side school... All of us-atshome 
have ‘been entertained by her stories of 
her: pupils ‘and. I urge her to write 
some of them: She. was timid about 
it because of the tales of so often re- 
jected manuscripts by unknown writ- 
ers and did not say that she would 


to recognize. 


make a trial. 


“Unknown to me she did, though, 
and determined to get. over the agony 
of unanimous rejection as soon as 
possible she made three copies of ther 
story and posted one to each of three 
magazine editors. 


“This morning she came to me in 
dismay with three letters from theree 
editors, three ‘checks and three re- 
quests for more storics.” 


Dr. Kelly’s companion’ agreed ‘‘to 
act as diplomatic agent; saw.the three 
editors, “settled the matter of first 
choice by-lot and gave the bewildered 
young school. teacher's. promise . for 
other stories in turn to the other two 

editors. 


That: was the aaeial manner. of 
entrance into the field of story writing 
of Myra Kelly, then a teacher i in the 
primary grade of Public School 147. 


The opinions of the magazine edi- 
tors were speedily. justified. Readers 
demanded more stories about “Isadore 
Belchatosky,”. there were enthusiastic 
encores for further comment by “Mor- 
ris Mojelsky,” subscribers would. not 
be denied more of the wisdom of 
“Becky Zalmonowsky,” and “Patrick 
Brennan,” whose father. had resisted 
the tide which had swept most of his 
race away from Poverty Hollow, had 
friends by the ‘thousands among ‘maga- 
zine readers, 


For ‘her first story Myra Kelly was 
glad to accept. $30; within a year. she 
got $500 for. every story she wrote. 


And all she had done, she. often 
said, was simply tv write down the 
stories she told at home of the queer 
deeds and views of, the ghetto children 
to whom she was teaching a b c—and 
deportment.. But these stories were 
so.very unlike any others from out 
of that world “east of the Bowery,” 
she reproduced so quaintly the dialects,

| such * anew, : deep: insight into” that 
Seething world where there were hun- 
dreds of thousands of citizens in the 
making that their «author, became 
quickily famous and ‘prosperous, 

But Miss Kelly kept: on! with~her. 
work in that East Broadway. school, 
and remained where she had elected to 
teach, inthe lower grade. She might 
have had ‘higher grade classes, for she 
had been -specially prepared for her 
profession by post graduate. studies, 
But the little folk from the tenements 
seemed ‘to her, to deserve the best in- 
struction that could be given:to them 
not only-in a bc, but-in how to look 
upon life, domestic and. civic.; Also 
she kept on writing stories until they 
grew into books, “Little... Citizens,” 
“Isle of: Dreams,” and “Wards of 
Liberty,” and. these books. selling -by 
many, large editions, had.a big influ- 
ence in shaping the work of many soc- 
icties and organizations trying to help 
make good citizens out of the children 
of the Ghetto. 


"Miss Bailey” was the name of the 
“Teacher in -those stories, and what 
teachers had to overcome in respect 
to her pupils’ views. on some familiar 
aspects of American history is:shown 
in this scene from one of her stories. 
-.‘Ain’t George Wash’ton made shoots 
mit pitols?” demanded Isadore.: 

“Yes, he did,” admitted (Miss Bailey. 
“Ain't Teddy Roosefelt ‘hit mans? 
Und ain’t they made him’ President 
over it?) On’y that ain’t how. they 
makes mit mine uncle, They don't: 
make him President nor papas, neith- 
er. ‘They takes and puts’ somthing 
from iron on his hands so he ‘couldn't 
talk even. Then they puts him: in a 
wagon und they says they ae him 
over the water.” 

“Where?” asked the teacher, 
-“Over the river-where islands is and 
prisons stands. That’s -how. they 
makes mit him, the while the hits 
somebody. mit pitols« I guess they 
don’t know about George und Teddy, 
They makes them—mine. uncle, tells 
you how they makes George and Ted- 
dy—Presidents over it.”

Why 
ain’t your uncle kill somebody ?”

In 1905 Miss Kelly married Allan 
MacNaughton. Her husband met fi- 
nancial reverses, her own health failed, 
and she was unable to do any tnore 
literary work. 

Mrs. MacNaughton was born in 
Dublin, Ireland, about thirty years ago 
and>came to this city with her father, 
Dr. James. E. Kelly, when she was a 
young child, and received her edu- 
cation in this city—-New York Sun.

There are ‘many methods’ of work- 
ing, and many peculiar words are em-

With this fact before us it will per- 
haps be instructive, at any rate am- 
using, to note incidentally the differ- 
ence of attitude assumed by many 
people when they are off and when 
they are on their good behaviour.

as you may see from the accompany- 
ing snap-shots, and such well-known 
horsemen as Mr. Goddard of Cochrane 
and Mt. Robert of Iidmonton were 
the loudest in their praise of the in- 
vincible showing.

Most women are ready 
enough to teach other women their 
duty in this respect, but as to them- 
selves—well, they are perfection per- 
sonified! Let our mothers look into 
this matter a little more closely, and 
it will be strange if they do not dis-

Gleichen is so frequently confound- 
ed with Galician that it may be inter- 


esting to many readers to learn some 
facts concerning the man who is ac- 
countable for this town having such a 
name. About the time the C. P. R. 
was completing this far west Col. 
Count Gleichen made a tour of this 
country and in honor of this gentle- 
man this place was given his name. 
and made a divisional point at the 
time. In spite of the German name 
and title Col. Count Gleichen is an 
English soldier and in every sense of 
the word a Briton and.his engagement 
to Hon. Sylvia Edwardes, one of the 
maids of honor to the Queen, has re- 
cently been announced. He spent 
a number of years in Canada and the 
United States, and for several years 
was a military attache of the British 
Embassy. at Washington. 

Besides being the godson of King 
Edward and one of ‘his equeries, Count 
Gleichen is also his cousin. , For his 
father, the late Prince Victor Hohen- 
lohe, who as Count Gleichen rose to 
the rank of admiral in the English 
navy, and distimguished himself jin 
the Crimea, was a favorite nephew of 
Queen Victoria, being a son of her 
half-sister, Princess Feodore Leinin- 
gen. 


Prince Victor, on marrying Lady 
Laura Seymour, sister of the fifth 
marquis of Hertford, assumed the 
title of Count Gleicehn, which belong- 
ed to his family, and abdicated his 
rights and perogatives as a scion of 
one of the mediatized or former reign- 
ing houses of Europe, descending to 
the rank of a-mere noble. Otherwise 
he would have been compelled by the 
statutes of his house to marry Lady 
Laura morganatically. 


Prince Victor's sister was the moath- 
er of the present German empress, and 
Count Gleichen is therefore a first cou- 
sin of her German majesty. Thanks 
to this he enjoyed an exceptionally 
privileged positon at the Kaiser's 
court and in Berlin society, while act- 
ing as military attache of the British 
Embassy there before being trans - 
ferred to Washington. 


Count Gleichen’s mother now’ bears 
the title of Princess Victor Hohénlohe 
by virtue of an order cf Queen Vic- 
toria, although it is mot recognized 
on the continent, and has a-country 
place at Ascot, and a handsome suite 
of apartments in St. James’ Palace. 
Count Gleichen is the only son, and 
she has three daughters the eldest of 
whom, Countess Feodora Gleichen,

Henry Edwardes, brother. of the 
fourth Lord Kensington, was secretary 
of the British Legation from 1887, until 
1892. Her family is a Welsh’ one, 
founded by Ynyr ap Cadforch, : one 
of the great nobles of Ancient Wales, 
and counting among his. ancestors 
many of the former. kings and sover- 
eign princes of Wales. 

The name-of Edwardes came into 
the family in the reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth; probably because it was less, jaw 
breaking than the original patnonymic. 
and ever since it has -been used’ as 
such by the house of which Lord Ken- 
sington is the chief. One of the mem- 
bers is on the operatic stage at Co- 
vent Garden under the name of ‘Mme. 
Edvina.” She is the wife of Hon.;Ce- 
cil. Edwardes, younger brother. and 
heir of Lord Kensington, and.a Cana- 
dian by birth. Her maiden name was 
Marie Martin. She is the daughter. of 
F. X. Martin, of Vancouver, the widow 
of F. Buxton, and married the Hon. 
Cecil Edwardes about ten years ago.—

The Habitant’s Pride 


Writing in the April number of the 
Canadian Magazine on “The Habitant 
of Old Quebec,” Sir Lomer Gouin, 
premier of Quebec, says in part: 

The attachment of the ‘habitant to 
the land is one of his most striking 
characteristics. In many instances 
farm lands are still held by the lineal 
descendants of those to whom they 
were first granted by the King oi 
France, or his representatives in the 
earliest days of the colony; and when, 
last year, a committee of the Old Fam- 
ilies of the Province of Quebec was 
formed at Quebec, over 270 of such 
families claimed and received medals 
and diplomas of honor, the latter of 
which testified that those to whom 
they had been awarded still owned 
the family homesteads that had come 
into possession of their ancestors from 
200 to 250 years ago and that had 
ever since remained in the occupation 
of the same families. In every one of 
these cases satisfactory proof of the 
correctness of the claims set forth hal 
to be established by official notarial 
deeds. Is it any wonder that families 
with such a record are proud of it and 
that they glory in the title of habi- 
tant? 

For many years, of course, and in 
some instances for several generations, 
the early occupants of Jands in New 
France suffered all the hardships of 
new settlers. In addition to those ex- 
perienced by the pioneers of Upper 
Canada at a later date, there were 
the constant dread and frequent de- 
predations of hostile Indians and the 
hardships incidental to the French 
and English wars in North America. 
Many saw their cattle carried away to 
feed one or two of the contending 
armies, and their crops and dwell- 
ings destroyed by invading troops. 

The cession of Canada to England 
by the King of France left the bhabi- 
tant, as it had found him, in undis- 
puted possession of his land and other 
property. Remaining as French as 
ever in character, in faith and in 


speech, as much “habitant” or “Can- 
adian”’ as ever in his love for the land 
discovered and colonized by his ances- 
tors, the country of his forefathers’ 
homes and struggles and graves, and 
of his own and his children’s ambi- 
tions, hopes and Jove, this fidelity. to 
the flag “that for a thousand years 
has braved the battle and the breeze,” 
though to him quite new, has hever 
been called in question, while his loy- 
alty to Canada is that of the most 
fervent patriot. 
* &£ *€ 

The habitant is prouder of his large 
family of children than of any other 
of his worldly possessions. The poor- 
er he is, the more delighted he ap- 
pears to be with them. And the more 
numerous his family, the greater nitm- 
ber of willing workers there are upon 
the farm. To the good God who gives 
them so large a progeny, the happy 
parents will often make the greatest 
of sacrifices to give back one in re- 
turn, to he trained for his service in 
the sanctuary. The brightest and best 
of the flock is selected, with the ap- 
proval of the parish priset, for the 
holy mission, and the height of human 
ambition and happiness is reached for 
them, when the old father and mother, 
occupying the seats of honor in the 
church, are the first to receive the 
sacrament at the hands of the cifild 
whom they have given to God, when 
he celebrates his first mass.
